Th e result is anticipated to be ex­ 
actly as Mr. I^eh mann h as predicted. 
Were Mr. Gould or Mr. Bird to accept 
office with th e Wabash , being officers 
of th e Missouri Pacific and th e Iron 
Mountain th ey would practically In­ 
vite action by th e state. 
Th is is th e

Siezed Trolley Cars, Drove Policemen 
Away and Frightened Women

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 9.—Several 
fresh men of Yale university will h e 
arrested, it is said, on th e ch arges of 
breach of th e peace and disorderly 
conduct as th e result of wild pranks 
wh ich th ey carried out last nigh t in 
th e vicinity of Pierson h all, th e fresh ­ 
man strongh old of th e college settle­ 
ment. 
Th ey jumped on and ran 
trolley 
cars, drove a polfteman from 
th e 
beat and frigh tened several women 
almost into h ysterics. 
Blank cartridges were sh ot off and 
buckets of water and bundles of pa­ 
per on fire were th rown from rooms 
on th e th ird and fourth floors of Pier­ 
son h all on th e h eads of pedestrians. 
For nearly two h ours th ey blocked 
York street and allowed noth ing but 
trolley cars to go th rough It. 
and 
th ese on an irregular sch edule. 
Complaint was made last nigh t and 
warrants h ave been drawn for th e 
arrest of several of th e alleged lead­ 
ers of th e disturbance. 
A sq uad of fifteen policemen finally 
q uelled th e outbreak, but made no 
arrests. 
Four policemen smash ed th e doors 
of Pierson h all and were compelled 
to grope th rough th e dormitory in 
darkness and failed to lay h ands on 
a student.

Glenn was arrested, it Is said, $40 of 
th e marked money was found upon h is 
person. 
Glenn is a young married man, and 
¡ h ad th e confidence of th e community. 
Sh ortly after h is marriage h e built a 
pretty residence 
and furnish ed 
it 
h andsomely, and lately h as bough t 
oth er property. 
At th e time of h is arrest h e h ad 
practically closed a deal for th e pur­ 
ch ase of h is employer’s drug store, 
and h ad easily negotiated a loan of 
several h undred dollars. 
His fath er, a farmer, living 
two 
miles from town, enjoys a good repu­ 
tation for h onesty and uprigh tness, 
and th e reputation of th e sire materi­ 
ally increased public confidence in th e 
son. 
As 
assistant postmaster and 
practical manager of th e Kinsolving 
drug store, Glenn received a comfort­ 
able salary. 
It was h is custom to arise

He took me to several white men who 
had befriended him when he lost his 
ey esight and through their influence I 
was called before the state legislature 
of Ark ansas. 
The legislators took a 
deep interest in my powers as a mere 
child and the result was that I was 
given a recommendation by the legis­ 
lature to preach, lecture and read to 
my people. 
“I began preaching as a child and 
have continued to the present time. 
The number of conversions in meet­ 
ings at which I have spok en will ex­ 
ceed 5,000. 
“I learned to write from the auto­ 
graphs of white men to whom I w’as 
introduced. 
I would tak e the names 
and trace them. 
It was not long un­ 
til I could write well.

ether, which gives the body some de­ 
gree of rigidity , 
so 
that it can he 
fastened to a slip of glass In a natur­ 
al position 
with gum arable. 
The 
spider thus mounted is then placed in 
a tube filled with alcohol. 
In this way 
M. 
Desmalsons has 
overcome the great difficulty in col­ 
lecting the 
arachnids, 
which Is to 
preserve them effectively in natural 
attitudes. 
In connection 
with 
the 
spiders 
themselves, 
M. Desmaisons 
also preserves photographs of their 
webs. 
Attempts have been made to pre­ 
serve the webs themselves by fast­ 
ening them to gummed paper or to 
glass, but 
without 
success. 
Even 
the photography of such -delicate ob­ 
jects presents difficulties, but M. Des­ 
maisons has surmounted them. 
His description is translated from 
a quotation made by M. Brandicourt 
from the author’s own paper: 
“The filaments of the webs are so 
delicate that when placed on glass or 
paper the eye perceives them only 
with difficulty; this is also the case, 
even in greater degree, on the ground 
'glass of a 
camera, 
because of the 
greater distance of the ey e from the 
object. 
I proceed 
in 
the following 
manner: 
With the aid of an atomiz­ 
er I cover the spider’s wreb to be pho­ 
tographed with a light dew. 
Then 
rapidly a black cloth is stretched or 
shaken behind the web, which then 
stands out clearly with its smallest 
details. 
The 
exposure 
should be 
about one to two minutes. 
I have 
thus been able to obtain good nega­ 
tives and fine prints on wrhich the web 
may be traced accurately ; often even 
I have succeeded, using some dexteri­ 
ty , in photographing the spider during 
her work.”

Although birds are not placed near 
the summit line of evolution, their 
ability to fly gives them advantages 
over nearly all the mammalia. Their 
mysterious power of changing their 
polarity or weight. In order to dive 
in water or fly, has been often dis­ 
cussed, and the almost Incredible ve­ 
locity of their motion when migrating, 
sometimes amounting to four miles a 
minute for vast distances, has no par­ 
allel among other animals. 
A series of careful trials with car­ 
rier pigeons shows apparently without 
doubt their possession of a highly de­ 
veloped sense of direction. In twenty 
minutes the first bird, dispatched at 
10 p. m., reached Its roost, a distance 
of seventeen miles being traversed. 
Half of the number arrived before 
midnight and the remainder followed 
in a few hours.

when the sawmills of America get to 
work on them they can’t survive long. 
There are many mills in 
Michigan

PROPERTY OF GOVERNMENT. 


Letter Written By Pope Pius IX. to 
the Late J effereon Dav is, Presi­ 
dent of Confederacy . 


In th e fireproof vault, opening from 
a small room on th e th ird floor of th e 
treasury department in Wash ington, 
are th e manuscript arch ives wh ich set 
forth th e diplomatic efforts of th e Con^ 
federacy to secure recognition as a 
member of th e family of nations, to 
obtain means to establish an army 
and navy and to bring about foreign 
intervention, say s 
th e 
Jacksonville 
(Fla.) Metropolis, 
Wash ington 
contains 
oth er little 
known but important relics of th e 
Confederacy . Among th e most import­ 
ant are th e “Pickett Papers.” Wh en 
th e most important of th e Confederate 
arch ives were removed from Rich ­ 
mond th e diplomatic corresponence 
was h idden in a 
barn in Virginia. 
Later th e papers were brough t in four 
trunks from Rich mond to Wash ington 
by Colonel Joh n T. Pickett, th eir cus­ 
todian. 
Failing in h is efforts to dis­ 
pose of th em, h e took th em to Canada, 
and th ere, In 
18 72, 
th ey were pur­ 
ch ased for th e use 
of 
th e United 
States. Congress appropriated $7 5 ,000 
in pay ment, and th ey were brough t to 
Wash ington. 
Th ey remained in th eir 
original trunks until a sh ort time ago, 
wh en 
th ey 
were 
transferred 
to 
specially constructed ch ests of polish ­ 
ed pine. 
In anoth er small dark room in th e

now.

Louis who employ a regular staff of 
witnesses. 
They testify to anything 
they are asked to. The officials stand 
by them and the police help them pre­ 
pare their defense. 
And the conse­ 
quence is that it is almost impossible 
for us to do anything.”

“To the east of Tamagming, two 
islands, 
one called 
Yaw'osha, 
the 
other Shihiousha, distant about tw'enty 
miles from Woosung, have suffered 
much from the typhoon, nearly all the 
inhabitants having been sw^ept away. 
The islands have only been inhabited 
for a short time, comparatively speak­ 
ing, as they are of recent formation, 
and are not much above high water 
mark. It is reported that nearly 10,000 
people have been drowuied on these 
two islands and the smaller islands 
adjacent. 
Tamagming itself has not 
suffered much, being well above the 
high water mark.” 
The Shanghai paper says that the 
damage to Canadian Pacific railway 
liner Empress of Japan, by the ty­ 
phoon will necessitate the expendi­ 
ture of $luu,000 for repairs. 
During the storm the steamer Pe- 
chili, formerly the Rio de Grande du 
Sol. foundered near the mouth of the 
Yangtse. Her crewr of fifty-four were 
saved by the German steamer Alben* 
ga, whose officers and crew did heroic 
work, but one Chinese w^as drowned.

Joseph R. Perry, who once “sold” 
the Masonic Temple to an Indiana 
farmer for ^12,000, and who has since 
been Implicated in real estate trans­ 
actions in which the police found it 
necessary to interfere, was arrested 
again

complaint of 
August Peglan, a liveryman at 5633 
Halstead street, 
says

Peglan told the police that Perry 
had sold his livery business for him 
to a man who said his name is Bass, 
Perry obtained $l,5uvj for the livery^ 
business when Peglan did not expect 
to get more than $1,000, and for his 
share he claimed $200. 
Later, when Detective Long of the 
Englewood station 
heard that Bass 
and Perry were trying to sell the liv­ 
ery business for $500 cash, he sus­ 
pected that Peglan had been swindled 
and began an investigation. 
Long found that Peglan had made 
out a bUl of sale 
to 
Bass on the 
strength of some Chicago city railway 
bonds, which Bass had deposited !n 
the First 
National 
bank ol BniJe- 
wood. The bonds were to he convert- 
fed into eash after 30 days, so Bass 
told Peglan, and on the sLr|^ngth of 
the promise the liveryman made out 
the bill of sale. 
The bonds are said 
by the police to he worthless. 
After the liveryman had told the de­ 


tective of his dealings with Bass and 
Perry, Long arrested the two men and 
booked them on charges of working a 
confidence game. 
Later Perry was 
released on $800 bond and will be 
given a hearing before Justice Hen- 
nessy at the Englewood police court 
October 8. 
Bass was unable to find 
any one who would go his bond and he 
is still in a cell at the police station. 
On the books at police station Perry 
gave his occupation as a real estate 
dealer and Bass told the desk ser­ 
geant he was a merchant. Neither of 
the men is known to have an office.
